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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant requests the Examiner to point out 
particular portions of claim 1 that do not statisfy 35 USC 112, second paragraph. The reason that claim 1 is deemed as generally 
narrative and indefinate is because there are no active steps of method being claimed. In addition, no process steps are being claimed. 
In general, method requires steps of method be claimed. Furthermore, the clause "to enable bidirectional data communication between 
source and said destination" is merely intended use which in not given patentable weight. Applicant argues with regard to the rejection 
under 35 USC 102 (e) that Howe does not satisfy 35 USC 102(e) because Howe was not filed before the present Application and because 
Is not a patent granted on an application filed before the present application. Examiner respectfully disagrees and redirects Applicant to 
Howe reference cover page, where it is evident that Howe reference 2005/0058149 is a CIP of 10/412784 filed on April 11, 2003, which is 
a division of now U.S. Patent No. 6,611,519, filed oh August 19, 1998.

Thus, the claims are given the benefit of the earlier filed application. Thus, the rejection under 35 USC 1 02 (e) to Howe is respectfully
